he significant career of Jacob Epstein, a New York Jew, 
began when, after studying sculpture in Paris, he ar- 


rived in London a poor, unknown artist. For days he tramp- 
ed the streets until he rented a stable and opened it as his 
studio workshop. 

He worked in this studio for years, giving sculpture a 
new interpretation. But no one knew and no one cared. Then, 
by a stroke of luck, he-was commissioned to carve the fig- 
ures decorating a new British medical building. At the un- 
veiling, newspapers, artists and the public attacked Ep- 
stein’s work. It was strange and different and seemed to 
violate all the anons of art. The attack became almost a 
nation-wide riot, and thus Jacob Epstein made his bow to the 
world of art. 


He has remained a storm center. His enemies revile his 
work as blasphemous, sensational and mad, while his sup- 
porters hail him as the creator of a new epoch in art. The 
man himself has become an enigma, 


Now famous, and knighted this year by Queen Eliza- 
beth II, he lives in a large house in London. He never speaks 
te defend himself; he is too busy creating his sculptures, 
many of which have found their place in the most famous 
galleries of the world. His work achieves extraordinary ef- 
fects of light. Critics who have tried to place his work, have 
found him an artist who belongs to no period at all. Con- 
demned or revered, he marches along perpetuating his 
dreams and his individuality in enduring images. Only pos- 
terity will tell if Jacob Epstein is to take his place as one 
of the great sculptors of the world.

Yeshiva May Be Answer to Problems With Children 


By MILTON A. SAFFIR, Ph. D.

RS. P., from the province of Quebec, writes: 
M “I have two boys, aged 12 and 14, well be- 
haved in every sense of the word. I live in a city 
where you can count the Jewish 
community on your right hand. 

“Therefore my husband sug- 
gests sending the boys away to 
a yeshiva, which “I tried when 
they were younger. What they 
learned to their advantage in 
Hebrew, they lost in discipline, 
behavior, and manners. 

“This is quite an issue be- 
tween my husband and myself, 
because I feel that these are 
formative years, and they need 
the guiding hands of parents which a boarding school 
atmosphere cannot give. 

“WE ARE NOT extreme Orthodox, neither are 
we called Reform Jews. We are of the Hebrew faith 
and want to be a credit to our religion. Living 
among the French people, we almost have three 


strikes against us. But we observe kashrut at home

and follow as close as possible the requirements of 
our faith.” 

Parental guidance is valuable indeed to children 
of all ages, but influences other than those exerted 
by the parents are also of great value. The relative 
importance of outside-the-home guidance increases 
as the child grows older. 

Many parents of well-adjusted children feel that 
a good boarding school offers so much in the way of 
educational and other advantages as to warrant the 
child’s being away from a good home during’ the 
school term. The boarding school plays a significant 
role in the lives of American youth—to some extent 
even at the elementary school level, and increasingly 
so at the junior high, senior high, and, finally, col- 


lege level.

THE YESHIVA, for Jews of Orthodox or tradi- 
tional background, offers an intensive Jewish atmos- 
phere and education, a preparation for rich, full 
Jewish living, that can scarcely be duplicated. Many 
Jewish parents feel that the thorough Jewishness 
of their child is of such paramount importance that 
they place the value of yeshiva education, even when 
it means sending the child away from home, above 
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Beyond a certain limit they boom- 
erang, aS was the case in the 


food control laws.

In your case, Mrs. P., since you and your hus. 
band have indicated that you value Jewish training 
so highly, and since your city is so completely lack- 
ing in Jewish facilities, I would advise further at. 
tempts to find among the many Yeshivoth that are 
now in existence one in which the discipline, super. 
vision, and guidance are adequate for your boys’ 
needs. It may well be that the atmosphere that was 
poor when they were younger, is quite suited for 
them now that they are older and have a longer 
period of good home training. 

And certainly, Mrs. P., think the alternatives 
through very carefully; do not deny your boys the 
advantages of a thorough Jewish education if what 
they might lose by being away from home is no 
more than superficial or temporary.

@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

In your Editor’s Chair (JP. 
Sept. 10, 54), you performed one 
of the neatest attempts at pro- 
fessional character assassination 
it has ever been my experience 
to witness. With faint praise that 
damns you implied that Aaron 
Intrater, the executive director of 
the J.E.A. is lacking in vision 
and in ability to do the education- 
al job that is required in our 
community. 

I shall not enter into the ques- 
tion of the professional ethics of 
an editor using his column to 
demean one who is in the service 
of the Jewish community, even 
if some criticism were warrant- 
ed. It does, however, make one 
sick at heart when distortions, 
false analogies, and lack of truth 
are used in the gentle art of 
smearing and besmirching an 
educator who has given a score 
of years faithfully and well to 
the cause of Jewish education. 

Just a few facts: When Intra- 
ter arrived in Indianapolis five 
years ago, our school had 135 
children; today it has over 200. 
Then there was no Hebrew Kin- 
dergarten; today there is a Kin- 
dergarten with 50 more children. 
Then there was no high school 
division; today there is a high 
school division with pupils of 
whom we can all be justly proud. 

During these years, Intrater 
has organized and conducted on 
the highest professional level 
adult study groups in cooperation 
with the Council of Jewish Wo- 
men and the Women’s Auxiliary 
of the J.E.A. Intrater has been 
a consultant for almost every 
synagogue and every Jewish or- 
ganization in our community. His 
time has been at the disposal of 
every parent, not to speak of 
every group, for matters that 
concerned Jewish education, to 
a point far beyond that of any 
other educator that this commu- 
nity has had in my recollection.
